LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The Lit- 


tle Rock School Board assigned 
seven Negro fourth graders to in- 
tegrated schools Thursday1. 


They will join eight Negro first 


graders in breaking the race bar- 
rier at the elementary school lev- 
el this fall. 


The board also reassigned one 


Negro student to Central High 
School Thursday, bringing to 123 
the number of Negroes who will 
attend desegregated schools this 
fall. There were 77 last year. 


The fourth grade assignments 


were made from a list of 13 Ne- 
grces who asked for transfer 
from all-Negro schools. The board 
decided to desegregate the fourth 
grade after it had made inilial 
assignments for the coming term. 


Action was withheld on applica- 


tions by three other Negroes to 
attend Central. The board said 
Supt. Floyd Parsons could decide 
in these cases and Parsons indi- 
cated he would approve two of the 
three.

120 bags of registered mall,, in- 
cluding gems and quantities of 
negotiable banknotes. 


"It was a brilliantly planned op- 


eration," snid a senior police of- 
ficer. 


lii was the first successful rob- 


bcry of n mail train in the 125 
years the traveling post offices 
have been in operation. 


Police were convinced! that the 


gang had been told when and 
where to strike by an employe of 
either the Post Office or the gov- 
ernment-operated railroads. The 
rest of the train—containing some 
70 unarmed postal sorters — was 
ignored. The richest halil came 
from the second coach which to- 
gether with the coach ahead and 
the locomotive was uncoupled and 
moved a mil'e down the track to 
be unloaded. 


The coup was carried out in 15 


minutes with split-second timing 
probably based on months of 
planning and spying on the line.

But all hands still leave as ap- 


parently unsolvable a prime one 


protection 
of the stock buy- 


er against himself. 


The Securities and Exchange 
lommission's final instalment on 
ts long study of the 1961. stock 
market boom and the 1962 stock 
market bust rounds out a long 
ist of new suggestions for pro- 
ection. 


But still the unwary and the 
;rcedy will risk coming in crop- 
pers in their pursuit of gains. 


The get-rich-quick gambler, the 


Mind follower of tips, the ignorer 
of signs of trouble ahead for par- 
icular cooperations', doubtless al- 
ways will be with us, like the 
poor —and probably also. will 
.hemselves join the ranks of the 
poor. 


But the aids to wise investment 


lave been piling up since the big 
1929 market crash triggered the 
depression.

Some have been imposed by the 


rovernment, 
especially 
in 
the 


larl'y 
1930s. Some 
have ;;b'e'en 


adopted by the stock exchanges, 
both in the 1930s and since the 
1962 market break. 


More are under consideration 


now in Congress with apparently 
good chances of passing. The ex- 
changes have indicated they are 
studying 
further 
tightening of 


:heir rules. 


Outside the markets themselves 


;here has been a marked expan- 
sion in recent years of fianancial 
and business reporting and the 
ncreased availability of such news 
n all parts of the country. 


The earliest protection for stock 


buyers was mostly in the courts, 
and usually after the damage had 
oeen 
done. There were 
Taws 


against outright fraud, but little 
compassion for the just plain stu- 
pid. 


These laws have been steadily 


expanded and made more explicit, 
and! stock exchange rules tight- 
ened. 


But making a law against an 


evil doesn't always guarantee it 
won't pop up again. 


Bucket 
shops—the fly-by-night 


sellers of questionable stock—are 
outlawed. But some citizens are 
still taken in by them1 before they 
are discovered by authorities. 


Rigging the market for a.stock, 


either on the up or down side, 
is forbidden—but still can'happen 
if official guards are dropped. 


Among practices coming under 


regulation is the disclosure of fi- 
nancial facts about corporations 
whose stock's are sold 
outside 


the exchanges.

WASHINGTON (AP)i-A special 


Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion study committee said today 
there was no evidence of manipu- 
lation or illegal conduct in the 
sharp stock market break of 1962. 


The committee agreed with a 


New York Stock Exchange report 
that no discernible single group, 
or circumstances, could be sin- 
gled out as the cause of the tre- 
mendous drop in stock prices in 
late May of last year. 


The special committee wound 


up a two-year 'study of the secur- 
ities industry with recommenda- 
tions for changes in the basic vot- 
ing power on the New York Stock 
Exchange, for abolition or strict 
control over the heavy initial fees 
which some mutual' funds charge 
investors, and for basic changes 
in the rules for buying stock on 
credit. 


The third and final installment 


of the report echoed the commit- 
tee's previous call for more vigo- 
rous self-regulation by the stock 
exchanges 
and 
other 
industry 


groups, such as the National As- 
sociation of Securities dealers. 


At the same time, the commis- 


sion disclosed in a letter to Con- 
gress that it plan to propose only 
one, or possibly! two, pieces of leg- 
islation other than the package 
which recently passed the Senate 
and is awaiting House action. 


Since the package measure has 


the support of the stock exchang- 
es and other principal 
industry 


groups, the commission 
has no 


hotly controversial 
proposals 
to 


make to Congress. 


Many of the sweeping changes 


proposed in previous sections of 
the 13-chapter report can be put 
into effect by a simple order ot 
the commission. 


As previously announced, the 


commission 
said it planne'd 
to 


submit to Congress next year a 
proposal for changing the method 
of quoting prices on over-the- 
counter . stocks,, and for placing 
some control over the process. 


Over-the-counter securities 
are 


those not listed on exchanges. 
.The SEC also said it would go 
along with new proposals the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board might have in 
regard to the buying of stocks on 
credit. 


The SEC indicated that it would 


discuss the matter with the Fed- 
eral Reserve, 
which 
controls 


credit that is advanced for the 
purpose of buying or holding se- 
curities. 


There were, no specific recom- 


mendations in regard to prevent- 
ing future sudden, wide swings in 
stock prices, but the study group 
said previous proposals for chang- 
es ' in the exchanges 
probably 


would help preserve an orderly 
market. 


The previous proposals called 


for the elimination of floor trad- 
ers, strict controls over floor spe- 
cialists, and changes in the sys- 
tem of handling small trans- 
actions.

Many synthetic insecticides re- 
portedly poisoned or sterilized 
wildlife, even harmed humans — 
while certain insect pests became 
immune. Science recently turned to 
Pyrethrum, a substance extracted 
from a bug-killing daisy cultivated 
in Kenya. 


The U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture hat approved Pyrethrum 
bast iwiecticig'ei — which kill in- 
i*eii en contact but won't harm 
people, birds, pets, forest ani- 
ma.lf. They're safe for use near 
babies, leave no appreciable 
residue in foods, come in aero- 
sol cans for home use.
